Humdrum Duties 

npHE VICTORIA police commission has given a 
1 feeble reason for rejecting a suggestion that 
commissionaires patrolling Beacon Hill Park be 
authorized to issue traffic tickets there. Or so it must 
aeem to citizens who would tike to see more police¬ 
men engaged more of the time on the duties of crime 
prevention and detection and jxiblic protection 

The proposal, which came from city council's 
parks committee, was turned down after the police j 
chief said that commissionaires in issuing ticket# , 
would be usurping a police function. Commissioner 
Carter also observed that the commissionaires could 
call traffic policemen with their walkie-talkie radios. 

Obviously the park patrolmen are not going to 
chase speeders. But why should they not be able to 
take direct, effective action against motorists park¬ 
ing or driving on the grass, which apparently was the 
chief concern of the parks committee? Does this re¬ 
quire the kind of training the police force receives? 

Need it really involve calling in the specialists 
from their work elsewhere and hoping they will get 
there in time? 

Policemen here and elsewhere aeem Increasingly 
concerned with theta* public image and the lack of 
respect they encounter. Sometime* they fail to 
recognize, perhaps, that they can only kwe lustre 
when they cling so jealously to their authority In the 
most humdrum, inexpert and inconsequential of 
their duties. 

A Public Referee 

rpHE VISIT to Canada of New Zealand's ombuds- 
A man. Sir Guy Powies, will have considerably 
encouraged those who would like to see a similar 
office established in Canada and in each of Its prov¬ 
ince* to examine complaints of citizens against the 
acts or omissions of government officialdom when no 
other avenue of appeal is available. 

The account Sir Guy has been giving of his two 
years of experience since New Zealand emulated and 
adapted to its own system at governance this Scan¬ 
dinavian institution would Indicate, on one hand, no 
great barriers to its effectiveness, and on the other a 
large measure of public benefit and satisfaction. 

If the results of his appointment and his investi¬ 
gations have been surprising in any respect, it is that 
they have on the whole produced a more complimen¬ 
tary picture of departmental administration than 
might have been anticipated. Of 760 complaints re¬ 
ceived In the last year, 389 were investigated, the 
lest being mainly outside the ombudsman's jurisdic¬ 
tion. And of that number only 81 were found to be 
in some degree justified. 

The rewards of having a referee of this kind 
hence can be seen as threefold. In New Zealand one 
effect has been to reassure the citizenry that gov¬ 
ernmental bureaucracy is not as unthinking as it 
is usually painted. Another has been that persons 
with legitimate complaints—usually occasioned, ac¬ 
cording to Sir Guy, by ambiguity and misleading 
statements, by delays and by a tendency to hold to 
decisions without review—have been able to secure 
just and proper treatment. And a third effect must 
also have been an awirenem among civil servants 
of a greater probability that their sins, if any, would 
find them out 

There Is, of course, one more advantage. Seeking 
the aid of the ombudsman has no political flavor. No 
one need ask for the intervention of a legislative 
representative and thus fed obliged to him. 

This naturally would not be to the liking of all 
politicians. But it is what the public wants that mat¬ 
ters in the end. And Sir Guy's accounting will have 
gone far to swell the chorus for institutions of this 
kind at the provincial and federal levels in Canada.

Lost In Time 

TVfR. KNOWLES: In view of the line of his (Mr.

These are mercury cell bat¬ 
tery operated and can run far 
up to two year*. 

They can be anchored to re¬ 
main buoyant Just clear of the 
sea bed and give a uniform 
coverage with a range of up to 
six miles, depending on tha re¬ 
ceiver used.

Tha nuclear-power ad beacon, 
however, will be shaped like an 
upturned basin and rest on the 
sea floor and will last for 10 
years. It will be of the "trans¬ 
ponder" type.

LOANS FOR STUDENTS 

Guaranteed by the Government of Canada 


Purpose: The purpose of the Canada Student Loans Act is to facilitate bank loans for students who 
need financial help to continue full-time studies beyond secondary school level at Universi¬ 
ties and other educational institutions. 


Any Canadian citizen, or anyone resident in Canada for one year who intends to live in 
Canada after completion of studies, may apply fora loan under the Act. An applicant must 
be enrolled or intend to enroll as a full-time student at an educational institution approved 
by provincial authorities, and must meet the standards of academic qualification and 
financial need established by the student loan authority in the Province in which he applies. 


Amount of loans: Depending upon individual circumstances and financial need, loans up to $1,000 ay ear 
may be made, with a maximum of SS.000 during a student's academic career. The Provincial 
Authority receiving applications and determining eligibility will issue a certificate to each 
eligible student stating the maximum amount the student may borrow. This Certificate 
of Eligibility is required before a student can arrange a Government Guaranteed Student 
Loan with the bank of his choice. 


Repayment: Interest-Free and Delayed Repayment Period 

To assist students, the interest on loans during the period a student continues full-time 
studies, and for six months thereafter, will be paid by the Government of Canada. During 
this same period no repayment of principal is required, nor will any service charge or fee 


Method of Repayment 

« 

Borrowers will begin to pay interest and to repay loans six months after they cease to he 
full-time students. The current interest rate to students is % per annum. Normally the 
repayment period will be five to ten years. Borrowers have the right to repay loans in part 
or in full at any time without penalty. 


In the event of the death of a borrower responsibility for repayment of the loans will be 
assumed bv the Government of Canada.

Pick Pears at Peak 


By M. V. CHESNIT, FRHfl 

The hardest part of grow ing pears 
is knowing when to pick them, for no 
fruit suffers so badly from poor tim¬ 
ing, and no fruit is so rewarding in 
flavor when you hit it on the nose, 
In fact, one 17th century writer, 
rhapsodizing over the pear called 
Doyenne du Cornice, claims it is 
necessary to sit up all night to catch 
It at its absolute peak of flavor! 

This, of course. I* an exaggeration, 
but judging by my mail a great num¬ 
ber of novice gardeners fall into the 
common error of waiting for color in 
the pear before they pick it; such 
"sleepy” pears are mealy and almost 
tasteless. There Is another type of 
dry me«Lines* that comes from pick¬ 
ing too soon, but this is usually 
accompanied by a certain amount of 
shrivelling, for the pear hasn't 
attained its full moisture content.

Large scale commf rclal fruit 
growers check readiness for picking 
with a scientific instrument that! 
measures the hardness of the fruit. 


For the home gardener, the best test 
I know is to lift a pear on the fiat 
of your hand from ila vertical arigla 
up to and slightly above the hori¬ 
zontal. If the italk comes away clean¬ 
ly from the tree without persuasion 
or breakage, the fruit is ready. 

It must be remembered, of course, 
that all the fruits on any one tree 
are not necessarily ready for picking 
at the same time, and the clearing of 
a tree may have to be spread over 
several weeks. If a pear stalk doesn't 
part readily from the tree when 
tested, lower it gently and try it 
again a few days later. 

AAA 

While a few of the early kinds are 
good to eat right off the tree, the mid 
season and late pears require storage 
to bring out their fuH flavor. Storage 
should be dark and cool, with ideal 
temperature between 40 and 50 de 
grees. and they should be examined 
freq uen tly for color changes. As soon 
as the natural color o( the variety is 
seen usually the green base changes 
to yellow and brightens* the overlaid 
pink or red that particular pear ts 


brought upstairs Into w-armth for a 
final ripening. This final stage ia 
very Important, for unless a pear can 
complete its ripening in a tempera¬ 
ture of 60 to 75 degree s , tha full 
flavor and atoms la not there.

It isn’t easy to know Just when to 
transfer a pear from cool storage into 
warmth, for *ome kinds remain grfcen 
and do not show* any pronounced 
color change. With these, a pretty 
good guide is a slight softening of the 
flesh in the neck, near the stalk. I 
can’t tell you how long to hold a pear 
in warmth before eating it as there 
are too many variable factors, but it 
should come very ckxse to Its flavor 
peak in 48 hours. 

A well finished pear has a bouquet 
as delicate and satisfying as that of 
a good wine, but both flavor and bou¬ 
quet can lie utterly ruined by odors 
in the storage place. I remember on* 
case where a neighbor's pears were 
rendered uneatable by moth balls, 
and another where the taint came 
from rubber boots stored in tha fruit 
cellar.
